In response the Notification of Missing Requirements Under 35 U.S.C. 371 in the 
United States Designated/Elected Office (DO/EO/US), mailed April 14, 2005, submitted 
herewith is a copy of the a copy of the English Translation previously submitted to the

On December 2, 2005, the above-identified nonprovisional patent application was 
filed by Express Mail (Receipt No, ED 826281693 US) with an English Translation of the 
Int'l Application (33pp).
